These statements 
may seem extravagant, but I shall prove 
from official data that they are true. 
Commissioner Pratt by his report for 
1875 furnishes us the data by which we 
are able to ascertain that in the year 1870 
fully seventy-seven and a quarter millions 
of gallons of spirits were warehoused 
upon which the government received the 
revenue. 

Mr. Fesserder’s statement that our 
production in 1864 was one hundred mil 
lion gallons it must be remembered is 
now jar short of the truth. If we have 
manufactured but the one hundred mil- 
lion gallons per annum from 1864 up to 
the present tyme, we have had due to the

Let Commissioner 
Pratt state: “Four hundred and eighty- 
nine millions;” say, ia round numbers, 
four hundred and ninety millions, less 
the cost of collection, or, net, about four 
hundred and fifty millioos, Deduct this 
amount from the twelve hundred and 
sixty millions, and we have at onre the 
colossal fraud of eight hundred millions 
of dollars. But, appalling as this sym 
ix. it becomes almost insignificant when 
we take into consideration the fact, not 
only bas our population increased, but 
the entire southern states have been ad- 
ded to the prodaccra and the consumers, 
and the additional fact, wnich ail expe. 
rience proves, that the consumption of 
spirfis, like the aggregation of all other 
sins, multiplies wi:h the increase of pop. 
ulation. If we take, I say, these facts 
into consideration, we shall find that we 
have had perpetrated a fraud of more 
than one thousand millions of money; 
upd 1 defy successful refutation of the 
statement, it has reached, perhaps, $1,- 
200,000,000 of money. This gigantic 
sum of money, which was due tothe 
government, has gone into the pockets 
of dishonest distillers, or, wha‘ is infinite- 
ly worse, into the pockeis of dishonest 
government officials.

HON. IVERSON LOUIS HARRIS 

The announcement of the death «f thts 
distinguished citizen and eminent jurist will 
carry pain and regret to the hearts of all 
who knew him and who reaped the benefits 
of his «ng service to the state. He be- 
longed to that brilliant galaxy of intellects 
to whose individua' and united efforts Geor- 
gia is indebted for much ufLer fame. They 
are pa’singaway. One by one ‘hey are fol- 

owed to the tomb, acd we look long and 
often vainly in the throng of to-day for those 
upon whose sh ulders can worthily fall 
their manties. 

Judge Harris after along illness, expired 
at his home in Milledgeville, on Sunday 
night at ll o’clock. His da~ ge-ous condi- 
tioe hau been previously reported and the 
worat fears of his friends are now realized 

Judge Harris was the only son of Augus. 
tian Harris of Bruaswick county, Va., one 
of the lineal descendants of Henry Harris, 
a Welch Baptist te whom William and 
Mary granted a crown estate on the James 
river in Virginia, in 1691. His mother was 
fescended from a Preuch advocate, Jean 
Louis, her father being John Lewis (the 
Eoglish name of the famly) who wasa 
friend and co’emporary of Patrick Henry. 

Jadge Harris ¥as born in 1805, near Wat- 
kinsville, in Clarke county. During his 
early boyhood Lis father removed to Mil- 
ledgeville in this state, where the judge 
grew up and resided until the day of his 
death. He receive a good common schoo! 
education, aud is the year 1820 entered col- 
lege at Athens. There he had for @ class- 
mate, among other subsequent'y able men» 
Charles J. Jenkins, afterwards govervor and 
sill one of our most honored men. In 1823 
Mr. Harris gra luated and in 1824 began the 
study of iaw, which he pursued with great 
labor and without an instructor. 

He was ad-nitted ‘o the bar by the lamen.- 
ted Judge A B. Lougetreet, and at once 
begua the practice of the profession with a 
determination to win wh.ch assured bim 
snecess. 

In 1826 he married Mi’s Mary EK. Davies, 
daughter of Hon. Wm. Daviea, judge of 
the Eastern district. The family which re- 
sulted was composed ot twelve chi'dren. 
Nine of these are now liviog. All his six 
sons were gallant confederate scidiers atd 
one of them, Hon, Wm. L. Harris, fs the 
presvnt state senator fr +m the 10th district. 

During the years from 1824 to 1880, Mr. 
Harris was reading cle:k of the. state 
senate. 

In 1831-2 he filled the office of secreta'y 
of the same body.
